INTRODUCTION 


L —1 rchitecture occupies a unique place in Armenian culture. 

/ a Since time immemorial, Armenians have been compulsive builders and chose to 
express their ingenuity, creativeness and aspirations predominenty through stone and 
mortar. It is not a mere coincidence that countless of these monuments have survived 
to this day, same intact and some in ruin, to assert in their classic dignity the will 
of their builders to prevail over the ravages of man and nature. 


PRE-CHRISTIAN PERIOD 

Building activities began in the Armenian highlands in prehistoric times, long be¬ 
fore the formation of the Armenian people. 

Building techniques and Architecture as such reached a high degree of develop¬ 
ment during the period of the Urartian Kingdom (13th — 6th centuries B. C.). The 
Urartians built palaces and temples characterized by intricate friezes and interesting 
construction in the capital, Toushpan (Van), Haikabert, Toprak-kale and other parts of 
the country. They founded the fortress-cities of Arkishtikhinil, Teishebaini, and Erebouni 
on the plains of Ararat. Arkishtikhinil was later to become Armavir, one of the first 
capitals of the Armenian state, while Erebouni is now Yerevan — the present capital 
of Soviet Armenia. 

After the fall of the Urartian kingdom, the newly formed Armenian nation inhe¬ 
rited and carried on the building art of the Urartians, Hayassa and other local tribes. 
During this period, the ancient cities (Ani-Kamakh, Van, Armavir) were rebuilt, new ci¬ 
ties, fortresses and castles were constructed (Arshamashat, Arkatiokert, Yervandashat, Yer- 
vandakert, etc.). From the 2nd to ist centuries B. C., during the period of an organi¬ 
zed and powerful nation, the cities of Artashat (166 B. C.) and Tigranakert (77 B. C.) 
were built. Ancient historians attest to the size, grandeur and beauty of these cities,dotted 
with massive construction, temples, palaces and Hellenistic type theatres. 
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During this period Armenia had become one of the greatest centres of Hellenis¬ 
tic culture in the Middle East particulary in the field of architecture. 

More than two-thousand years of calamities have completely obliterated the ar¬ 
chitectural monuments of pre-Christian Armenia. A few fortunate exceptions can be fo¬ 
und at Garni, Aimavir and Artashat, in Soviet Armenia. 


THE CHRISTIAN PERIOD (4th to 7th centuries A. D.) 

The conditions for the development of architecture were quite favourable during 
the Arshakouni Kingdom which came after the fall of the Artashesian Dynasty. King 
Khosrov Kotak (332—338 A. D.) founded the capital city of Dvin. The construction 
of churches gained tremendous impetus when in 301 A. D. St. Gregory the Illumina¬ 
tor' and the Armenian King Tiridates proclaimed Christianity as the official religion of 
the state. 

At the very outset of the formal adoption of Christianity as the official religion, 
St. Gregory the Illuminator founded the first churches and houses of prayer at Ashtis- 
hat, Vagharshapat, Sevan and other parts of Armenia. These buildings were simple, 
single-nave and tri-nave basilicas, often built upon the foundations of former pagan tem- 
les. In some instances, pagan temples were converted to churches, relocating the apse 
from the west to the east side of the building. 

Fifth century architectural developments resulted in the creation of central-domed 
cathedrals and domed basilicas. These were basic innovations in Armenian church ar¬ 
chitecture. 

The principle of the dome came from prehistoric times and from centuries of ar¬ 
chitectural tradition in Armenia. “Corbelling” or erecting a wooden domed roof over 
a square building was widely practiced in Armenia in the construction of public and 
domestic buildings. This technique consists of laying short wooden beams across the 
angles of the square formed by four columns or four walls. The Armenian master buil¬ 
ders translated this technique into stone and succeeded in building monumental domed 
structures in masonry. 

One of the earliest examples of the domed cathedral is the Mother Cathedral of 
Echmiadzin. 

About the year 480 A. D., prince Vahan Mamikonian rebuilt the basilican church 
formerly built by St. Gregory the Illuminator in 303 A. D. and incorporated the cru¬ 
ciform plan with a separate, quadrifoil dome-on-pendentive design. The cruciform plan 
is evident through the four apses protruding from the walls of the basic quadrilateral 
plan. As to the dome, it is the central and unifying motif of the overall cruciform de¬ 
sign in both plan and elevation. 

The Cathedral of Etchmiadzin is one of the earliest examples of Armenian (as 
well as non-Armenian) architecture incorporating the central-dome construction. It be- 
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came the prototype of Bagaran (624—631), Mastara (6th Cent.) and other similar con¬ 
structions and their variants. 

The isolated columns , of St. John Cathedral of Mastara and of similar designs 
(e. g. Harij, Ardek, Voskebar) are eliminated and the broad dome, with modifications 
of the drum, rests upon the corners of the apses, creating a feeling of space in the 
interior. The further development of the central-dome theme of Echmiadzin and Mas¬ 
tara, was realized, in the Cathedral of Avan, built in the last decades of the 6th cen¬ 
tury. In this design the cruciform structure is incorporated with a perfected square, 
whose open corners accommodate four round vestries with centralized open anterooms. 
The broad-set dome rests upon the eight columns bordering the anterooms and vestries. 

The structural design of the Cathedral of Avan reached a higher degree of per¬ 
fection in the Cathedral of Hripsime (618) and in similar structures such as the Mo¬ 
nastery of the Holy Translators, the churches of Garnhovit and Sisavan. 

In contrast to Avan, the vestries of the Cathedral of Hripsime are square-corned 
and the exterior walls under the apse are indented with trapezoidal niches. This ar¬ 
rangement results in thinner exterior walls while at the same time enhances the struc¬ 
tural integrity and aesthetic balance of the overall edifice. 

The broad, massive outline of St. Hripsime has an extraordinarily harmonious 
composition. Its lean, stable and yet soaring structure is a fitting match to Ararat and 
Aragatz which grace its background. 

The Church of Hripsime is rightly considered a gem of Seventh Century classi¬ 
cal Armenian Architecture. 

The dome on pendentives became the unifying architectural characteristic of 6th 
and 7th century Armenian churches. Subsequently, Armenian architects sought and 
found various solutions to the problems of enclosing a larger space with new modes 
of constructing domes. 

The tri-nave domed basilical cathedral of Tekor (Fifth century), was the original 
model from which evolved the dome supported on four columns, (e. g. Odzoon, Ga¬ 
yane, Mrenj Bagavan). 

Basilican and cruciform central-domed layouts evolved into another tri-apse basi¬ 
lican forms and reached, as in the case of the mother church of Dvin (607) and the 
basilica at Talin, monumental dimensions. 

The cruciform, central-domed church structure was in general use during the 
Sixth to Seventh centuries. The cruciform was expressed in the interior and exterior 
exterior by different adaptations of the arms of the cross. 

Another interesting cruciform type is illustrated in the Church of Yeghvart and 
in the milti-apsed temple of Irint ot the late 7th century. 

In these structures, 8 radiated apses are inscribed in a polygon and the dome 
rests on the intersecting ribs of the apses. 
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ZVARTNOTS 


The magnificent Cathedral of Zvartnots or of St. Gregory the Illuminator was 
built in the 7th Century by Catholicos Nerses III. 

This unique edifice, composed of a three-tiered circular structure was the crow¬ 
ning glory of the central-domed motif in church construction. 

The design for Zvartnots is based upon a square cruciform plan containing four 
apses surrounded by a ring-like hall. The apses, excepting the eastern apse, are deve¬ 
loped through colonnaded semicircular arcades hich meet at four massive piers sup¬ 
porting the central dome. 

The first level is surrounded by a near circular polygonal gallery which on the 
interior is delimited bv a quadrifoi! pattern composed of four eagle-topped pillars and 
four arcaded semicircles joining the pillars. These arcades enclose the space vaulted 
by the apses as seen from the inside and support the second tier as seen from the 
outside. The four pillars framing the apses support the third tier which in turn is 
crowned by the central dome. 

The Cathedral had been magnificently decorated with sculptured floral and geo¬ 
metric patterns and decorative pillars and arches. The unique and beautiful design of 
Zvartnots has been praised by contemporary historians. Furthermore this design was 
emulated in Armenia and neighbouring countries and has had a significant influence of 
Armenian architectural design throughout the succeeding centuries. 

Zvartnots is considered a masterpiece of national architecture and represents the 
synthesis and culmination of centuries of Armenian experience in the art of building. 

The fifth through seventh centuries are rich in memorials. Noteworthy among 
these are the monuments at Odzoon and Aghoodi as well as the Khachkars (stone 
crosses) of the mother church of Dvin and the carved stars at Talin and Garnhovid. 


ARCHITECTURE OF THE 9th I Ith T OCENTURIES 

The Arab conquests of the 7th century disrupted the economic and cultural life 
of Armenia and only in the latter part of the 9th century did new cultural develop¬ 
ments arise during the time of the a gratid Dynasty. The long attempts at indepen¬ 
dence on the part of the Armenians resulted finally in the recognition of the Bagra- 
tid Dynasty by the Arab Caliphate and the Byzantine Empire. 

The newly found political independence gave a new impetus to the age-old urge 
of the Armenians to build. This urge, nourished as it was by the surviving monuments 
of the Seventh Century, raised Armenian Architecture to a new plateau of perfection. 

The new building activities started in the area of Siunik. The first churches that 
were built there were close reproductions of the central-dome cruciform design (e. g. 
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the two churches on the Isle of Sevan, 87 A. D., the church of .Hayravank). Ho¬ 
wever, diagonally placed alnoves are notable as new additions in the case of Shoghaga 
Vank (877—888 A. D.). It is also apparent that an effort has been made to blends 
this motif into the elevational design of the monasteries of Kotavank and Makenotsaty 
Vank. 

The basic Seventh Century design consisting of a central dome supported by 
four isolated columns, was used in the church of Tate (895—906 A. D.) with the 
addition of paired alcoves replacing the corresponding columns supporting the dome. 

The churches of Karakop and Khodagueratz are products of this creative ap¬ 
proach. There are no columns here supporting the dome. They are replaced by the 
corner wall of the four alcoves. This new method of spanning a large enclosure 
was extensively used during the succeeding centuries in the construction of the chur¬ 
ches ot Sanahin, Haghpat, Haghardzin, Geghart, Hovhannavank, Harijavank, etc. 

Large works of construction were initiated towards the end of the Ninth, Cen¬ 
tury, notably on the Island of Aghtamar in the Lake of Van. King Gaguik commis¬ 
sioned Architect Manuel to build a royal palace complete with an impressive church 
and a harbour. 

In choosing the design of the church, Manuel sought inspiration in the forms 
embodied by the Seventh Century churches. For instance, he borrowed the basic la¬ 
yout of Hripsime, but in the elevational treatment, he cultivated the spacial configu¬ 
ration of cruciform churches. 

The churches of the royal capitals of Yerazgavors and Kars were built towards 
the end of the Ninth Century and the first half of the Tenth Century. These churches 
embody some of the older constructional motifs but announce nevertheless the stylistic 
trends of the new century particularly with regards to proportions and external or¬ 
naments. 

It was in the first half of the tenth Century that the first churches of large 
monasterial communities were founded. Notable among these are Sanahin, Horomos, 
Kecharis, Makaravank and Haghardzin. 


ANI 

In 961, Ashot III Bagratouni moved his capital from Kars to Ani where he built 
a palace and walled city. The Catholicate was also moved to the burgh of Arkina 
near Ani, where in 990, architect Tiridates completed the building of the Cathological 
palace and Cathedral. 

Tiridates was the greatest architect of his time. His fame spread outside of Ar¬ 
menia. In 989 it was he who restored the dome of the Cathedral of St. Sophia in 
Constantinople which was destroyed by an earthquake. His restoration stands to this day. 
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Tiridates designed and built the Cathedral of Ani (989—1000) and the church 
of St. Gregory the Illuminator at Gagkashen (1002—1010). In building the Cathetral 
of Ani, he used the old domed-basilical layout, but he widened the central nave, used 
clustered pillars of soaring proportions supporting concentric arches and pendentives, 
and imparted to the inner space of the cathedral a sense of solemn greatness. 

The exterior facades are decorated with an arcade of sculptured columns, deco¬ 
rative arches, crosses and narrow light slits. 

European scholars (Joseph Strzhykowski, Charle Diehl and others) have noted 
that many structural features of the Ani Cathedral are innovations which later on have 
been borrowed and further developed by Roman and Gothic architects. 

Originally King Gaguik expressed the desire that the church of the Illuminator 
be a close duplicate of Zvartnots. However, Tiridates did not proceed in this direction. 
Instead, he markedly enlarged the central space spanned by the dome, replaced the so¬ 
lid wall of the east apse with a row of arches, divided the exterior polygonal wall 
into 36 segments (as against 32 in the case of Zvartnots), thus enhancing the soaring 
quality of the ornamental arcade gracing the exterior facade. 

Among the monuments built in this period that represent a revival of Seventh 
Century architecture are the multi-apsed churches of Aboughamrents (Ani), St. Gregory 
and St. Saviour of the Pahlavounik. The Church of Apostles belongs also to this cate¬ 
gory. According to Toramanian, the quadrifoil, solid masonary apses of this church 
was enclosed by five domes. 

The so-called "Church of the Shepherd” in Ani is one of the jewels of Eleventh 
Century Armenian architecture. In the basic structural design and architectural treat¬ 
ment, this church- represents a scaled-down version of Zvarznots. 

Cultural and artistic developments of this period came to an end towards the 
middle of the Eleventh Century as a result of foreign invasions. 

To sum up the architectural history of the period from the ninth through the 
eleventh centuries new means of artistic expressions were created without departing 
drastically from the classic forms of the seventh century. The interior and exterior 
design of churches assumed soaring proportions, the exterior walls were cultivated 
with decorative arcades, niches and narrow light slits surrounded by delicate ornaments. 
The octagonal drums supporting the dome of the Seventh Century churches evolved 
into polygonal or cylindrical forms, were decorated by intricate carvings and crowned 
with pleated domes. 
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THE ARCHITECTURE OF THE 12th TO 14th CENTURIES 


In 1041 the Byzantine Empire occupied Ani and 23 years later the invasion of 
the Seljuks brought an end to building activities in Armenia. Towards the end of the 
12th Century and the beginning of the 13th Century two Armenian generals, Zakare 
and Ivan Zakarian, led Armenian, and Georgian troops in liberating Northern Armenia 
including Shirak and Airarat. Under the new conditions the economy prospered, bu¬ 
siness activities, both domestic and foreign, stimulated the construction of roads, 
ridges, caravanasaries, hostelries, palaces and various other religious and secular 
buildings. 

Once again Ani regained its lost prominence. In addition to a multitude of secu¬ 
lar structures, new churches were built such as those of Tigranes Honents (1215), Bakh- 
tagek (end of 12th century) and the desert of Virgins (13th century). 

The monastic buildings that ware started towards the end of the tenth century 
were further developed during the 12 to 13th centuries and these buildings finally 
evolved into integrated clusters of architectural monuments. Examples are numerous 
and include in part Tatev, Sanahin, Haghpat, Khedzkonk, Kecharis, Geghart, Haghar- 
dzin, Goshavank, Noravank, of Amaghou Saghmosavank. It was in these monasteries 
that the cultural and educational foundations of Armenia were centred. The schools 
and universities of medieval Armenia were functioning in Tatev, Sanahin and Gladzor. 

The problems of site selection, whether for one or for a cluster of buildings, 
and the functional and aesthetic integration of the buildings with their natural surroun¬ 
dings were solved with great mastery by the Armenian architects. Whether the mo¬ 
numents were located in the open plain or on the side of a mountain, in the forest 
or atop of a rocky cliff, their grand and noble design completed their natural back¬ 
drop and appeared to be a part of nature. 

In the monastic complexes, the principal structure was the church (basically a 
domed enclosure) which stood out by its sheer size and dominated its surroundings. 
Attached to the western side of the church was the porch and various other buildings 
whose arrangement was usually dictated by local custom. The buildings included the 
refectory, library, belfry, cloisters, auxiliary units and memorials. The entire complex 
was enclosed by a rampart and was as impregnable as a fortress. 

Church porches are structures characteristic to Armenian Architecture. They first 
appeared in the tenth century. Their significance is partly religious and partly secular. 
Basically, they are related in concept as well as in style to Armenian domestic dwel¬ 
lings, but in actuality they are monumental masonry structures. Foremost exemples 
are Horomos, Geghart, Haghpad, Makaravank, Saghmosavank, Arades, etc. 

The architectural problem of the refectory has been solved in much the same 
manner as that of the porches. However, in view of functional considerations greater 
liberties have beek taken. For instance in the Monastery of Haghardzin, the refectory 
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is a rectangular hall in which two centrally-placed pillars support intersecting arches 
that spring from the walls. 

The libraries in general have a square layout (e. g. Sanahin, Haghpag, Gosha- 
vank). The hall, unobstructsd with columns, is enclosed by pendentives that rest on 
interesecting arches. 

The belfries of monastic complexes are individual structures, crowned with do¬ 
med colonnades (e. g. Shnahin, Haghpad) or have been incorporated as a part of por¬ 
ches or libraries (e. g. Hovhannavank, Goshavank). In the 17—19th centuries these 
belfries were constructed primarily at the west facade of churches and cathedrals (e. 
g. Echmiadziz, Hripsime, Tatev). 

The rock-hewn churches of Geghart and Ayrivank and the royal mausoleums 
occupy a unique place in the Armenian architecture of the second half of the 13th 
century. Architecturally, these underground structures repeat the layout and form of 
their counterparts built above the ground. Also famous as rock-hewn church-mauso¬ 
leums are Yeghvart (1321 1328) and the two-storied Noravank of Amaghou. 

Minor forms of architecture, such as the construction of Krachkar (stone-cross) mo¬ 
numents reached a high degree of development during the 12th to 14th centuries. Each 
one of these monuments, which can be numbered in the thousands, is a peerless crea¬ 
tion in stone carving and design. Armenians can be credited with being the origina¬ 
tors and main practitioners of this particulal form of art in the world history of art. 

* 

* * 

From its very pre-Christian beginnings, the development of Armenian classic ar¬ 
chitecture has been conditioned by the abundantly available, easily carved, multi-hued 
and durable stones of Armenia. 

All monumental buildings, whether civic or religious, were built with smoothly 
carved stone blocks. 

In the pre-Christian period (as in Garni) these blocks were connacted with metal 
ties, and later, with lime mortar which like concrete, was filled into the thickness of 
the wall. In the later periods the stone blocks sarved as a mere facing and mold for 
the real structural wall. As to the roofs, they were covered with bricks up to the se¬ 
venth century, and subsequently, with stone blocks. 

Armenian architects exploited the possibilities of stone masonry with great re¬ 
sourcefulness. By combining walls, pillars, arches, niches, alcoves, pendentives, drums, 
domes and various other structural elements compatible with stone construction, they 
raisad, fashioned and completed churches and buildings ot monumental size. 

* 

* * 

After the fall of the Bagratounis, Armenians first created the Roubinian rule and 
then the kingdom in Cilicia towards the end of the 12th century. For about three 
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hundred years of ifs existence, this kingdom became a new centre of cultural and ar¬ 
chitectural development. 

In 1375, the Kingdom of Cilicia was destroyed. Whereas in Armenia proper, 
successive invasions and occupations by Mongols, Ottomans and Persians devastated 
the country, and denied it of any opportunity of constructional and cultural activities. 

It was only towards the end of the 17th century that the economic and poli¬ 
tical conditions in Armenia made the construction of some churches possible in the 
provinces of Airarat and Siunik. Thus came to an end the millenial course of historic 
Armenian architecture. 

The truly great renaissance of the full cultural life and architecture of the Ar¬ 
menian people stardet on the day the Armenian Soviet Republic was created.

ANNOTATIONS 


The Pagan temple of Garni 

The Pagan temple of the Fortress of Garni was built during the days of the 
Armenian King Tiridates I in the second half of the First Century A. D. It is located 
on a prominence and consists of a rectangular hall surrounded with 24 ionic co¬ 
lumns. It was destroyed during the earthquake of 1629. 

The Church of Vererouk 

It is a tri-nave basilica with four alcoves, one at each corner. It >has colonnaded 
halls on the north, west and south sides. It was built during . the Fourth to Fifth 
centuries. 


The Church of Tekor 

It is located in the historic province of Shirak near the fortress of Tekor in 
what is present-day Turkey. It is a construction of the early Christian period and was 
the first basilica that was domed during the fifth century. Toros Toramanian took its 
measurements and made a detailed investigation of it. It was up until 1912. According 
to latest reports, no traces are left of its ruins. 

The Cathedral of Echmiadzin 

It was built in the capital of Vagharshapat on the site where, according to tra¬ 
dition, St. Gregory the Illuminator saw in a vision the “Only Begotten” descend from 
heaven, hence the name “Echmiadzin” which in Armenian means “The descent of the 
Only Begotten." 

The basic church that was reconstructed during the four hundred eighties by 
Prince Vahan Mamikonian as a central-domed. 
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to this day. The main dome was. rebuilt in 1627 by Catholicos Movses Siunetsi and 
the construction of the western belfry was started in 1654 by Catholicos Phillippos. 

The three belfries on the apses were built in 1682 by Catholicos Eliazar. The 
vestry on the east side of the cathedral was built in 1868. 

The Church of Mastara 

The church of St. John was built towards the end of the Sixth century in the 
village of Mastara in the Talin district. It has a centrally domed, cruciform design 
and stone-masonry apses. It has reached us intact through partial renovations. 

The Church of Avan 

It is located in Avan (presently a suburb of Yerevan), and was built during the 
years 590 to 609. It is a centrally .domed stone masonry structure. 

The Church of St. Hrlpsime 

The Church of St. Hripsime was_ built in Vagharshapat (presently the city of 
Echmiadzin) in 618 by Catholicos Komitas, over the then existing memorial tomb of 
Hripsime. It is a centrally domed masonry structure. In plan it is inscribed in a regular 
rectangle. Its side elevations are indented with a pair of trapezoidal arches. 

The western Narthex or porch was built by Catholicos Phillippos in 1653 and 
the belfry by Catholicos Luke in 1880. 

The Church of Odzoon 

It is a domed basilica built in the Sixth to Seventh centuries. Its halls are spanned 
with vaulted ceilings. It is located in the village of Odzoon of the Region of Alaverdi. 

The Church of St. Kayane 

It is a domed basilica, built in Vagharshapat (presently the city of Echmiadzin) 
in 630 by Catholicos Yezr. The Narthex (or porch) was built in 1683, by the Catho¬ 
licos Eliazar of Aintap. 

The Church of Ptghni 

It is located in the village of Ptghni of the region of Kodayk. It is a domed- 
enclosed hall, built in the Sixth century by Prince Manuel Amatooni. The north wall 
is still standing, the south wall is partly in ruin. 

The Church of Arooj 

It is a domed hall, built in the 670’s by Prince Grikor Mamikonian of Arooj 
(presently Talish, region of Ashtarak). 
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The Church of Zvartnots or of St. Gregory the Illuminator 

The Church of Zvartnots and the adjacent Patriarchal palace were erected by 
Catholicos Nerses III “The Builder" in the years 641 to 661. It is located on the old 
Vagharshapat to Artashat road, right where, according to tradition, St. Gregory the 
Illuminator and King Tiridates met. This site is at a distance of 3 km. east of the pre¬ 
sent day city of Echmiadzin. The church stood up for more than 300 years and was 
destroyed during an earthquake. The site was excavated during 1900 to 1907 by 
Khatchik Vartapet Dadian. After detailed investigations, Toros Toramanian restored 
the plans of the church. Presently, the ruins of the church and palace are preserved 
as an historic site. 

The Monastery of Lem pad 

The St. Stephen church of the monastery of Lempad is a centrally domed, cruci¬ 
form design of the Seventh century. It is located near the city of Artik. 


TheChurch ofAshtarak 

Built in the Seventh century, it is a cruciform, tri-apsed centrally domed church. 
It is located in Ashtarak. 


The Little Church of Talin 

Prince Nerseh Kamsarakan built it in the second half of the Seventh century. 
It is a cruciform, tri-apsed centrally domed church. 


The Oshakan Church of the Infants 

It is located in the vineyards of the village of Oshakan. It was built in the 
Seventh century. It is a cruciform, centrally domed church of modest dimensions. 


The Great Church of Talin 

The Great Church of Talin was built in the Seventh century by the Kamsarakan 
princes. It is a tri-apsed, domed basilica. In 1840, the south-western part of the walls 
and the dome were destroyed during an earthquake. 


The Cathedral of Slsavan 

It is located in Sisavan in the centre of the region of Sisian. It was built to¬ 
wards the end of the Seventh century by Prince Kohazat • of the Siuniks, with the 
assistance of Hovsep 1, the Bishop of Siunik and the monk Theodorus. This centrally 
domed memorial church resembles Hripsime. 
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The twin churches of the Isle of Sevan 

The churches of the Apostles and Holy Virgin Mary are stone masonry struc¬ 
tures built in 874 by Princess Miriam of the Siunik on the south-western ridge of 
the Isle of Sevan. 


Hayravank 

It is located on the shores of Lake Sevan in the region of Gamo. This four- 
apsed church was built in the Ninth century and its narthex (or porch) was added in 
the 12th century. 


The Monastery of Tatev 

The monastery of Tatev is the religious centre of historic Siunik. The main 
cathedral, Peter and Paul, was built in 895—906 by Bishop John of Siunik. The 
vaulted Church of St. Gregory the Illuminator (848) abuts to its northern wall. The 
church of the Virgin Mary was built in the 12th Century over the vaulted ceiling of 
the monastery maingate and mausoleum. The memorial pillar (called “the moving cane”), 
is dedicated to the Holy Trinity and was erected in 895. The monastery has often 
been left in ruins as a result of the invasions of the Seljuks and earthquakes. The 
belfry toppled after the last earthquake in 1931. 

The Church of Aghtamar 

This is the palace church of King Gaguik Ardsrouni of Vaspourekan built on 
the island of Lake Van by architect Manuel in 915—921. It is a centrally domed, 
stone-apsed design decorated with friezes and bas-reliefs. 

The Church of Kars 

This was built by the Armenian King Abbas of Bagratouni of (928—953). It is 
cruciform, and has a central dome spanning over apses of stone masonry. 

The Church ofArklna 

Catholicos Khatchik commissioned architect Tiridates in 990 to build this church 
in the town of Arkina in what is today Turkey. Until 1918, the northern and western 
walls of this church were preserved. However, according to latest reports no traces of 
the ruins remain. 


The Cathedral of Ani 

Architect Tiridates began the construction of the Cathedral of Ani in 989 during 
the reign of King Smbat II and completed it in 1001 with the support of Queen 
Gadramite, wife of Gaguik 1 of Bagratouni. It is a domed basilica whose dome was 
destroyed in 1319. 
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The Church of St. Gregory in Ani 

Gaguik 1 of Bagratouni commissioned architect Tiridates to build it in 1000 - 
1020. The design of the church is called a revival of Zvartnots. It was destroyed 
soon after it was built. 

The Church of Abaughamrents or St. Gregori 

It is the royal church of the Abaughamrents princes. It was built in the second 
half of the 10th century. It is composed of six apses, has a polygonal exterior wall 
furrowed with deep niches and topped with a central dome. 

The Church of St. Saviour in Ani 

It has eight apses, a polygonal exterior wall and a central dome. It was built 
in 1036 by Prince Abougharib of Bahlavouni. 

The Church of the Shepherd in Ani 

It is a two-level mausoleum church of modest size. In plan, it is shaped as a 
six winged star, in elevation it resembles Zvartnots. It was built in the 11th century 
in a suburb of Ani. 


The Church of Marmashen 

The Marmashen monastery is composed of three churches, the principal one 
being a domed hall built in 986—1029 by Commander Vahram Bahlavouni. 

The Monastery of Khdsgonk 

It is located in present-day Turkey, 40 kms. south-east of Ani in a cove of the 
Tekor River. It is an ensemble of five churches (St. Stephen St. Sarkis, The Holy 
Virgin, St. Karapet and St. Gregory the Illuminator). St. Sarkis is circular on the 
outside and cruciform (with four apses) on the inside. It was built by Prince Vest 
Sarkis in 1027. The other churches were built during the 9th and 11th centuries. The 
monuments of the Khdsgonk complex were standing until the year 1918. According 
to latest reliable reports, all the churches and the monastic buildings have been dest¬ 
royed with the exception of St. Sarkis, which is now dilapidated and on the verge 
of collapse. 


The Holy Virgin Church of Bdjni 

This was built in the village of Bdjni (presently district of Hrazdan) by Gregory 
Magistros of Pahlavouni in 1031. It is a domed hall.

The palace of Arnbert is located on the southern rjdge of Mount Aragads. The 
church was built by Vahram Pahlavouni in 1026. 

The Monastery of Sanahin 

The Monastery of Sanahin is located in the region of Aiaverdi and in the village 

of the same name. It is one of the most remarkable ensemble of monuments in Arme¬ 

nian Architecture.lt was built and organized during the 10th to 13th centuries. 

Armenian clergymen who where persecuted in Byzantium during the first half 
of the 10th century, founded the church of the Holy Virgin. Then, in the second 

half of the l()th century, they started to build around it the main cathedral of All 

Saviour (966), the Academy of Magistros (11th century), the round church of St. 
Gregory the Illuminator (1061), the Library (1063), the porch of the Cathedral of All 
Saviour (1185), the Great Porch or Narthex (1211), the porch of the Library (first 
half of 13th century) and the belfry (13th century). 


The Monastery of Haghpad 

The famous architectural complex of Haghpad is located in the region of Aia¬ 
verdi, at a distance of 3 kins, from Sanahin. It was founded during the reign of King 
Abbas of Bakretouni (928 -951). 

The main cathedral of the monastery, St. Nishan, was built in 967 -991 bv 
Queen Khosrovanoush and her sons Gourgen and Smpad. Beginning from the 11th 
century, the following buildings were added on the east, north and west sides of the 
cathedral. The churches of St. Gregory (1005) and Holy Virgin, the porch of St. 
Nishan (1201), the great cloister (1257) the arcaded library (13th century) the cam¬ 
panile (1245) and the refectory (13th century). 


The Monastery of Ketcharis 

The Monastery of Ketcharis, located in the Tzaghkadzor town of the Hrazdan 
region, consisted of the Church of Gregory the Illuminator, built in 1033 by Gregory 
Magistros, the adjacent narthex, (built at the beginning of the 13th century), the church 
of St. Nishan (12th century), the main edifice, (built by Prince Vassag Khaghpagyan 
in the 13th century) and the smaller church of the Holy Resurrection (1220). 

The Monastery of Ayrlvank or Oeghart 

It is located 38 kms. south-east of Yerevan in a scenic countryside. 

The main church is a domed hall built in 1215. Its porch was added in 
1225 -1230. 
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The rock-hewn constructions belonged to Prince Brosh Khaghpagian and his son 
Babag. They were carved out from a rock outcrop north of the church. The first 
rock-hewn church was carved in 1282 by architect Kaltzak. It is a hall enclosed by 
intersecting arches and a central dome. The second rock-hewn construction consists 
of the royal mausoleum and, next to it, the Church of the Holy Virgin, carved in 1283. 
Above these rock-hewn spaces, there is a second level carved out from the same rock 
formation, containing the mausoleum of Babag and his wife (1283). 


The Monastery of Haghartzin 

This monastery is located in a forest 18 kms. distant from Dilijan. It consists 
of the Churches of The Holy Virgin (1281), St. Gregory (11th century) and St. Stephen, 
tha porch of St. Gregory (end of 12th and beginning of 13th centuries) and the 
refectory (1248), built by architect Minas. 


Nor Getik or Goshavank 

It is located in the province of Dilijan and consists of the Church of The Holy 
Virgin (1191—1196) and its porch (1197) built by joiner architect Mkhitar during 
the days of Vartapet Mkhitar Kosh. The churches of St. Gregory (1237) and St. Illu¬ 
minator (1241) are located south of the church of the Holy Virgin and its porch. A 
campanile was added in 1291 over the library that was built in 1231 north of 
the porch. 


The Monastery of Haridj 

The main church is a domed hall built by the Zakarian princes in 1201. The 
porch was added in the 13th century. 

The Monastery of Hovhan 

This monastery is located in the province of Ashtarak in the village of the 
same name. The main church of the monastery, St. Karapet, is a domed hall built 
adjacent to the southern wall of the vaulted church dating back to 4th to 5th cen¬ 
turies. In 1250 Prince Kourt Vatchoudyants added a porch to the western fayade. 


The Monastery of Tegher 

It is located on the southern ridge of Mount Aragats in the province of 
Ashtarak within the village of the same name. The Church of The Holy Virgin is a 
domed hall, built in 1213 and was supplemented with a porch at its western facade 
in 1221. Aghpayrik was the architect of the whole ensemble of buildings. 
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The monastery of Khorakert 

The Church of the Monastery of Khorakert, located on the west ridge of Mount 
Lalvar in the region of Alaverdi, is a domed hall built in the first half of the 13th 
century. Its porch was added in 1252. 

The Noravank of Amaghou 

The complex of Noravank is located at a distance of 2 kms. from the village 
of Amaghou in the region of Yeghegnatzor. It consists of two churches and their 
porches. 

The Church of St. Karapet was built in 1221—1227 and its porch in 1261. 
The vaulted church of St. Gregory, or the mausoleum of the Orbelian princes was 
built next to St. Karapet in 1275. The two-storied church-mausoleum of the Holy 
Virgin was built in 1339 by Bourtel Orbelian. 

The Church of St. Gregory or ot Tigran Honents 

This was built in Ani in 1215 by the donations of Tigran Honents who was a 
man of great wealth. This domed church has rich ornaments on the outside and bas- 
reliefs on the inside. 


The Convent of the Virgins of Ani 

This was built with funds donated by Tigran Honents at the beginning of the 
13th century. It is a small church with six apses, a central dome and a porch. 


The Monastery of Gandzasar 

It is located in the village of Vank, in the mountainous country of Charabagh, 
at the foot of the mountain called Gandzasar. The church of St. John the Baptist was 
built in 1216—1238 and the porch in 1266 by the Jalalian princes. 

The Monastery of Tsakhats Kar 

It is located at a distance of 6 kms. from the town of Yeghekis in the valley 
of Vayotz. It consists of two ensembles of buildings. The western ensemble, which is 
the older, has two churches, the Holy Virgin (10th century) and St. John. 

St. Karapet Church of the eastern group is a domed hall built in 1041. The 
vaulted church of St. Nishan was built during the same year. The rectangular porch- 
mausoleum located at its western entrance has a small chapel at its upper level. 

The Monastery of Aradess 

It is located in the Aradess village of the region of Azizbegov. The main church 
of the monastery is a domed hall whose construction date is not well known, but it 
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was renovated and supplemented with a porch in 1270 by Father Hayrapet. The 
second Church of the Holy Virgin is a vaulted hall whose foundations date back to 
the 7th century. 


The Monastery of Spldagavor 

The Church of the Holy Virgin of the Monastery of Spidagavor, located in the 
region of Yegheknadzor, is a domed hall. It was built in the Thirteenth century. On 
its western side, it has a porch (fourteenth century) with very ornate carvings at its 
entrance. 


The Holy Virgin Church of the Village of Ar.eni 

It is located in the village of Areni of the Yegheknadzor region. It is a domed 
hall and was built by Bishop John of Siuni in 1221. 

The two-storied Mausoleum-church of Yeghvart 

It was built in the village of Yeghvart (region of Ashtarak) in 1321- 1328- 

The Church of Zoratz 

The Church of St. Stephen or of Zoratz is located in the historic burgh of 
Yeghekiss (presently Alayaz). It was built in the Thirteenth century by Bishop 
Stephen Orbelian of Siuni. As a monument designed for worship it is unique in that 
it consists of only one apse serving as alter, and an open-air. plaza for the con¬ 
gregation. 


The Monastery of Khor Virap (Deep Dungeon) 

It is located in the plain of Ararat, on the shore of the Arax River at the site 
where, according to tradition, St. Gregory the Illuminator was confined. The churches 
of the Holy Virgin and the Holy Illuminator were built in 1661 at the site of the 
churches that existed up to date. 

The Church of Moughni 

The Church of St. George located in the village of Moughni of the region of 
Ashtarak is a domed basilica built in 1661. 

Shoghakat Church 

It was built in the city of Echmiadzin in 1694 at the site of the ruined church 
dating from the Seventhy century. It is a domed hall and has a narthex with a 
campanile. 
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The Church‘of St. Mesrob Mashtots ofOshagan 

It was built in 1875 over the foundations of the church built over the shrine 
of St. Mesrob Mashtots, the inventor of the Armenian alphabet. It has a vaulted hall. 

The Bridge of Sanahin 

It was built in the Valley of Lori on the River Debed bv Queen Vanan in 1234. 

The Bridge on the River Arpa 

It was built on the River Arpa near the village of Akaragadzor in the Vayk 
valley in the Thirteenth century. 

The Khatchkars (Stone Crosses) of Joogha 

They are located in the cemetery of the historic city of Jugha, presently 5 kms. 
west of the railroad station of Julfa, on the banks of the Arax River. The Khatchkars 
were erected during the Sixteenth to Seventeenth centuries. 
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The album, Armenian Churches, isa collection of photographs of the architectural monuments found in 
Soviet Armenia. The photographs, commissioned by His Holiness Vasken I, Catholicos of All Armenians* 
are the work of photographers Movses Shloukian (Bucharest), Vatche Khachadrian, architect 
(Yerevan). Thoros Khorissian (Sofia) and, in part, of Hagop Hekekian and Antranik Kochar (Yerevan). 

The album also includes photographs of a number of historic Armenian monuments found in present-day 
Turkey. Some of these photographs were contributed by Pierre Cailler (Lausanne), the remainder by 
the Historical Museum of Armenia. 

The brief survey of the history of architecture, as well the explanatory notes, were written by 
Bagdassar Arzoumanian, architect (Yerevan). 

The album was designed by Krikor Khanchian (Yerevan) The director-in-cbief of'Photopgraph’, Vassil 
Vuiev, and the director of ’Photoisdat'. Aram Hadjolian (Bulgaria) contributed much of value to the 
printing of the album.
